Nowadays the invasion of a foreign 


embassy would be a serious matter, 
but in the d*ys when Oliver Cromwell 
was lord protector of England there 
was no flue discrimination to favor 
members of »n embassy. 
Whoa such 


members committed crimes against the 
laiv of the laud they were held to the 
same accouutabillty us though they had 
been nn'tlvea. 


So it'was th»t on July 10, 1058, Don 


Fuatnleou SB, a Portuguese noblnman, 
brother of ttoe ambatundor from tbflt 
country to England and a knight of 
Malta, "was beheaded on To-wer hill. 
He had killed an Englishman, n-Jstik- 
lug lilm for another. Tho Portuguese 
took refuge -with Ws brother,'the am- 
bassador, ivho cmlmcd tlint by the law 
of nations his houso was an Inviolable 


j sanctuary for all his countrymen. 


I 
CromivcH sent n messenger to state 


| that if the criminal was not given up 
to the civil authorities the soldiers 
-would be withdrawn from guarding 
the embassy and the mob left to do as 
It pleased. Every effort was made by 
the Portuguese und of.hcr ambassadors 
to save Don Pantoleori's llio, but with- 
out avail. Cromwell made no other re- 
ply than, '.'Blood/lias been shed, and 
Justice must be satisfled."—Indianapo- 
lis News.
